THE New York Clearing House has compiled a 
table showing the mortgage investments of the National 
banks in New York City. These foot up to $88,382,900, 
an increase of $7,836,100 since July 15, 1901. 








Count Possz, of Sweden, has invented an ap- 
paratus for stopping the headway of boats, which, he 
thinks, will be useful in preventing collisions between 
vessels of all kinds. The apparatus, which has recently 
been tested on a large steam-launch, consists of steel 
plate shutters, applied on both sides of the vessel about 
one-quarter of its length from the stern. These can 
be opened and shut by the helmsman, with the aid of a 
elver. When the launch was going at full speed, nine 
knots an hour, it was stopped in 15 seconds, within half 
its length, by reversing the engine and extending the 
shutters. 








THE city of Paris is being rapidly supplied with a 
system of public clocks worked by compressed air un- 
der electrical control. The entire area of the city is 
divided into sections about a mile and three-quarters 
in radius, and in the center of each section is a sub- 
station provided with a reservoir of compressed air, 
from which air pipes extend to all the clocks included 
in the section. By means of elctro-magnets, energized 
every minute with currents from a commutator con- 
trolled by a master clock at the central station, the air 
pipes are intermittently connected with the reservoirs, 
and thus the compressed air, once every minute, drives 
forward the hands of the clocks. 
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THE recent departure from Washington of the spe- 
cial train carrying the United States and numerous 
other delegates to the approaching Pan-American Con- 
ference, to be held at the city of Mexico, lends special 
interest to some figures on the commerce of the United 
States with the territory at the south, which the Treas- 
ury Bureau of Statistics has compiled for the con- 
venience of the United States members of that con- 
gress. The importance of development of our com- 
merce in this particular direction is pointed out by this 
publication, which shows that our exports have shown 
less growth to the countries of Central and South 
America than to any other parts of the world. 


THe Retail Merchants’ Protective Association, of 
Dunkirk, N. Y., have resolved “to refrain in future 
from patronizing so-called fake advertising schemes.” 
The Dunkirk Observer, in its report of the meeting at 
which this resolution was adopted, said: “Several 
prominent merchants took the occasion to point out the 
continual drain on their advertising appropriations 
made necessary by the ease with which schemers talked 
the average merchant into taking space and spending 
money in al] sorts of ‘special’ mediums. One man told 
of being solicited recently for an advertisement in a 
hotel register, a place where it would be practically 
worthless. Another said he had been asked to take a 
space in a racing meet program, equally valueless. 
Others cited many schemes such as hotel business direc- 
tories, desk blotters, dance and theater programs, fair 
flyers, local time tables, etc.” 








THE systematic study of the internal commerce of 
the United States, undertaken by the Treasury Bureau 
of Statistics, is already making such progress as to 
justify predictions of its success and permanent value 
to the business, commercial and transportation interests 
of the country. Less than two years ago a serious and 
systematic attempt was made to establish a system by 
which the movement of great articles could be measured 
at certain points, and thus some definite information 
obtained regarding the great and hitherto unmeasured 
internal commerce of the United States. While it is 
not, of course, practicable to record all or any consid- 
erable proportion of the transactions which enter into 
internal commerce, a record of the production of a few 
leading articles, such as the various classes of grain, 
provisions, cotton, coal, iron, copper, mineral oils, lum- 
ber, and certain manufactures; their concentration at 
certain great interior centers, their transportation to the 
seaboard and redistribution would prove extremely val- 
uable. The value of such record would be materially 
increased if the figures were systematically gathered 
year by year, and thus made available for comparative 
purposes in measuring the growth of internal com- 
merce, of which they are representative factors. It is 
with this purpose that the Bureau of Statistics has un- 
dertaken to establish three distinct systems by which 
these features of internal commerce may be determined 
and examined: (1) The measurement of the move- 
ment of principal articles entering into the com- 
merce of the Great Lakes at every port upon the great 
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highway of commerce. (2) The concentration at a 


dozen great internal centers of the corn, wheat, flour 


and other grains, provisions, live animals, cotton, coal, 
iron and other minerals, and their redistribution from 
those points. (3) The concentration at seaboard points 
of certain great articles and the coastwise movement 
between those points of principal articles entering into 
domestic commerce.

goods to different classes of trade. Then, again, if the 
manufacturer chooses he can ignore the jobber and, by 
sending out a force of traveling men, deal directly with 
the retail trade. 

Again, the manufacturer has a right to sell both 
to the catalogue house and the trade jobber, but hard- 
ware associations are bringing about a trade condition 
where manufacturers must sharply differentiate between 
these classes. 

The great bulk of manufacturers find it to their ad- 
rantage to accept trade limitations and market their 
goods through recognized business channels. 

The trade press, like the manufacturer, has the ut- 
most freedom. If the publisher wishes he can publish 
anything that does not infringe the libel laws or those 
of common decency. A hardware trade paper has a 
right to devote a page weekly to Ibsen’s novels, another 
to Egyptology and a third to the intricacies of bridge 
whist, but such a course would alienate its subscribers, 
as it would render it less valuable to them and its in- 
fluence would be weakened. 

A manufacturer becomes a factor in the trade just 
as he renders himself amenable to the involuntary dis- 
cipline of the trade, and, eschewing irregular channels 
of distribution, such as catalogue houses, department 
stores and house to house agents, confines himself to 
like 
trade press, which caters to the trade rather than to a 


legitimate distributive methods. In manner the 
dr2gnet constituency, becomes an organ of power in that 
trade.

The policy 
of both is equally inimical to trade interests, and shows 
a deficiency in trade patriotism. Where national in- 
terests are involved a parallel course is denominated as 
treason, but as industrial life is less strenuous than 
political life, no such harsh designation with accom- 
panying penalties is to be used in this instance. 

Our views on this matter are given in the address 
of Daniel Stern, publisher of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, 
before the National Hardware Association at Cleveland, 
Oct. 10, on “Trade Papers and Their Relation to Job- 
bing Interests,” given elsewhere in this issue and re- 
printed by request. As mentioned in this address, it is 
all right for a paper, like a certain local whisky paper, 
which goes exclusively to the jobbing trade, and which 
no retailer or outsider, like a large hotel keeper, can se- 
cure under any circumstances, to quote manufacturers’ 
prices. But why should a paper going to retail hard- 
ware dealers, or worse yet, largely outside the trade, ac- 
cording to its own testimony, sow the seeds of discord 
and irregularity of prices by quoting prices at which 
retailers cannot secure goods? If these outside inter- 
ests, so carefully nurtured by this trade paper, can se- 
cure manufacturers’ prices, the only wonder is that there 
is not wide-spread trade demoralization,

Paris is par excellence the city of gourmets and 
cranks, and many a story concerning them has added 
to the gayety of the nations.

He ate next 
to nothing, but his soup tureen, filled with a soup spe- 
cially prepared for him, was always before him.

Every time the butterman 
got up from his extraordinary meal he gave 40 francs 
to the head waiter, who put his food on his plate, since 
the guest did not like to handle spoons or dishes; 20 
francs to the waiter, 10 francs to the woman cashier, 
and 5 franes to the porter. Thus each meal came to 
200 francs; $40 American money. The head waiter of 
the restaurant often did slight errands for him, buy- 
ing cigars, etc., and took them to the Grand hotel, 
where the butterman lived. The little old man would 
then open the drawer of a wardrobe filled with heaps 
of bank notes of from 100 francs to 600 franes in 
value, and with an enormous mass of gold pieces. “Pay 
yourself,” said the owner, and the head waiter did so, 
putting the bills before his patron, who never deigned 
to look at them.

Wittiam H. Horceukiss, referee in bankruptcy in 
Erie County, New York, has published an interesting 
article on bankruptcy, in which he gives this interesting 
historical information on this subject: 

“The first English bankruptey act, in 1542, quaint- 
ly entitled ‘An act against such persons as do make 
bankrupt,’ as quaintly declares: 

“Whereas divers and sundry persons, craftily ob- 
taining into their hands great substance of other men’s 
goods, do suddenly flee to parts unknown, or keep their 
houses, not mindful to pay or restore to any their cred- 
itors, their debts and duties, but at their own wills and 
pleasures consume the substance obtained by credit of 
other men, for their own pleasure and delicate living, 
against all reason, equity and good conscience ; 
and then it penalizes debt by outlawing the debtor who 
absconds, and imprisoning the debtor who does not. 
There was no doubt about the function of a bankruptcy 
law in those days. Englishmen never tricked out their 
bankrupts in green bonnets, as did the French, nor in 
brown and yellow coats as did the Seotch. (How dif- 
ferent this clothing of the bankrupt with the livery of 
debt, from our bestowal of bread-money in the shape of 
exemptions!) But England, until the fourth year of 
Anne, imprisoned the body, and —by denying a dis- 
charge—the spirit, for that matter, too. The function 
of her bankruptcy laws, for nearly two hundred years, 


was essentially penal.”

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The A. T. Nye & Son Co., Marietta, Ohio, are 
building an extensive addition to their plant which will 
be completed by the first of the year. The building 
they are erecting will be of brick and stone construction, 
three stories high and 120x40 feet in dimensions. The 
first floor will be used as a mounting room. The second 
floor will contain this firm’s steel range department and 
will be fully equipped for turning out steel cooks and 
ranges of all descriptions. It will also contain a hand- 
some suite of offices. The third floor’will be used as a 
wareroom and sample floor. 


The Malleable Iron Range Co., Beaver Dam, Wis., 
send us a little circular requesting the trade to investi- 
gate their goods.

The nickeled parts of the Corona 
Cinderella are the swing cover, main top, hot air pipe, 
collar cap, corner wings, hearth plates, screw draft 
register, foot rails, feet and skirting and shaker. 





COOPERATIVE SHEET MILL FOR STOVE 
MAKERS. 


At the last annual meeting of the National Associa- 
tion of Stove Manufacturers, held at Boston, Pres. Stan- 
hope Boal made a suggestion concerning stove manufac- 
turers making their own steel. This idea, so the Piqua, 
O., Leader Dispatch says, has been taken up by a com- 
pany who will embrace a number of stove manufac- 
turers as stockholders. This firm will put up a plant 
which will cost in the vicinity of $750,000 and will 
embrace open hearth furnaces, rolling mills and plan- 
ishing and galvanizing works. The annual output of 
this plant will be about 25,000 tons and will prevent 
the stove manufacturers who will be its stockholders 
and customers from being embarrassed by a shortage of 
sheets as they have been during the recent steel strike.

DEATH OF GEORGE W. WALKER. 


George Willis Walker, president of the Walker & 
Pratt Mfg. Co., Boston, Mass., died at his residence in 
Malden, Mass., on Friday, October 4. Mr. Walker was 
a leader in the New England stove trade and was widely 
known and respected. 

Mr. Walker was born in Exeter, Me., August 27, 
1827, and received a public school education in that 
state. In his eighteenth year he went to Boston with 
$6.00 in his pocket and three years later became a clerk 
in a stove store. 

He later worked with three different stove dealers 
each of whom he afterwards employed at a later period. 
In 1853 he accepted an important position with John- 
son, Cox & Fuller, Troy, N. Y., the predecessors of the 
Fuller-Warren Co. 

He was married in 1857 in Troy to Miss Elizabeth 
Kinnicutt and the next year returned to Boston where 
he embarked in the stove and furnace business at 15 
Union street. He later removed to 31-35 Union street. 
The Walker & Pratt Mfg. Co., was formed in 1874. 
Mr. Walker leaves a widow, three daughters and a son. 
The funeral was held at his late home in Malden, Sun- 
day, October 6, and the Boston stove trade was repre- 
sented by A. N. Parlin, E. A. Stevens, B. P. Lovejoy 
and D. W. Cushing. 

The stove manufacturers and dealers of Boston 
held a. meeting October 5 at the office of the Magee 
Furnace Co., Boston, with A. N. Parlin as chairman, 
and unanimously adopted these resolutions: 

Whereas, God, in his providence, has called from us 
our friend and business associate, George W. Walker, 
it is with sincere sorrow that we meet to mourn the loss 
of one who for more than forty years has been conspic- 
uous in all the activities pertaining to our line of busi- 
ness, and it is hereby 

Resolved, That we desire to place on record a trib- 
ute to his memory. A man of sterling integrity and un- 
blemished reputation, in social as well as business life, 
he has always held the complete confidence and esteem 
of all his associates, and we feel that he will long be 
missed from the place he has so ably filled. We offer 
to his family our fullest sympathy in their affliction, 
but rejoice with them and his many friends that he 

leaves behind him the memory of a life well spent, and 
a reputation of which they may well be proud.

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TRADE PAPERS AND THEIR RELATION TO 
JOBBING INTERESTS. 
BY DANIEL STERN, 
(Read before the National Hardware Association, 
Cleveland, Oct. 10, and reprinted by request. ) 
A NON-MERCENARY INTEREST. 

Artemus Ward was willing to sacrifice his wife’s 
relations in the sacred cause of freedom, and in moments 
of darkest pessimism one might be inclined to class 
the relation of the trade press to jobbing interests as of 
the Artemus Ward wife’s relation order. The hard- 
ware trade press does not gain that advertising embon- 
point every publisher yearns for from the advertise- 
ments of the jobbing fraternity. This is not the pub- 
lisher’s fault, as I never knew or heard of any pub- 
lisher of a hardware paper who turned down a reputable 
advertisement from a concern with a good rating on the 
ground that it was the advertisement of a jobber and not 
a manufacturer. 

Some jobbers advertise, but there is a bushel of 
chaff to every grain of wheat for the advertising solicitor 
who tries to winnow out the jobbing bin. The trade 
press secures its advertising revenue from manufac- 
turers and its subscriptions from the retailers, so the 
interest it unquestionably has in the jobber is non- 
mercenary. Miss Jobber is loved by the journalistic 
swain, not on account of her dowry, but for herself 
alone, 

HARMONIOUS RELATIONS. 

The relations between jobber and publisher are 
cordial and harmonious. Both have much in common, 
as both are engaged in distribution, not in production. 
It seems too bad that the lump of iron ore dug from the 
Mesabic range has to be saddled with the household 
expenses of the non-productive publishers of hardware 
papers and hardware jobbers I see before me, before it 
reaches the consumer in the form of nails or butts, but 
it don’t seem able to shake us off. 

THE HARDWARE JOBBER IS A NECESSITY. 

Some people talk of eliminating the jobber with as 
much plausibility as some other people talk about elim- 
inating sin. Some of the talk on both these subjects 


sounds pretty, but the elimination business fizzles out 


when the practical test comes. I am afraid sin is a- 


necessity, and I know the hardware jobber is. If you 
gentlemen should all resolve to go out of business I 
don’t know whether the manufacturer or the retailer 
would “holler” the hardest, but they would each put up 
a pretty strong article of noise. 

The trade press fulfills a function which cannot be 
replaced except at heavy cost. The man who has a com- 
mercial message for the hardware dealer finds his 
Mercury at hand in the shape of the hardware trade 
journal. 

THE FOSTERING OF RETAIL ORGANIZATIONS. 

Perhaps nowhere has the great influence of the 
hardware trade press been so distinctly manifest as in 
its part in fostering retail hardware organizations. The 
hardware trade press gave page after page to the free 
advertising of retail hardware associations and by throw- 
ing the glare of publicity on the various organizations 
stimulated this movement, which, in its sturdy com- 
batting of catalogue house and department stores is 
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clipping the wings of a system of merchandising which 
is a direct menace to the jobbing trade. Yesterday you 
had some valuable discussions as to the necessity of 
the jobber as a distributive element. Every dollar's 
worth of trade that passes from manufacturer to con- 
sumer through the medium of a catalogue house under- 
mines the jobbing trade just so much, and if for no other 
reason the jobber should recognize the value to his in- 
terests of the trade press in fostering retail organiza- 
tions. 

The trade press is unselfish in that the business it 
unquestionably creates is as free as salvation. The 


business your competitors, the catalogue houses, work up 


goes to them, but the business the trade press works up 
goes to the first jobber that sees it. 


QUOTATION OF MANUFACTURERS’ PRICES. 

People may be so friendly as to use the same tooth 
brush and still have a little spat once in a while, and 
when a hardware jobber and hardware trade press rep- 
resentative get together they talk about trade and make 
experiments on differentials as applied to the concoction 
of beverages, and tell each other how nice they are, but 
the jobber is apt to call the publisher’s attention to the 
question of quoting manufacturers’ prices. The only 
paper I know of which I think is right in quoting manu- 
facturers’ prices is a certain whisky paper which cir- 
culates among jobbers exclusively, and which no retail 
saloon keeper can secure any more than he can secure a 
kind word from Carrie Nation. I do not think a hard- 
ware trade paper should quote manufacturers’ prices. 
Who is benefited by such a procedure any way? If the 
manufacturer is helped by having the quotations he 
makes to jobbers appear in a paper that goes to the retail 
hardware dealers it would be an evidence reductio ad 
absurdum to state that he would also be benefited by 
having the prices at which his goods are sold to the 
retail trade appear in a daily newspaper which goes to 
the consumer. All will admit that a manufacturer who 
would put an advertisement in the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer, saying: “My goods are sold to the jobbing 
trade at 60 cents each, who sell them to the retail trade 
at 75 cents each, who sell them to the consumer at $1.00 
each,” would not make many friends, but would make 
a great many enemies. The consumer reading this ad- 
vertisement would want the jobbing price if he could get 
it. This is but human nature. 

PRICES AT WHICH A DEALER CAN SECURE GOODS SHOULD 
BE PUBLISHED. 

I cannot see where such an announcement from 
this differs at all in principle from one in a hardware 
trade paper going principally to retail dealers of manu- 
facturers’ prices to jobbers. The hardware trade press 
should, I think, publish the prices made by you gentle- 
men at which retailers can secure goods. It certainly 
should have a beneficial effect to publish prices at 
which the readers of a paper can secure goods, but what 
good does it do them to publish prices at which they can 
not secure goods? If such quotations of manufacturers 
help neither the manufacturer himself or the retailer, 
it must be that in some mysterious way they help the 
jobber, and I should be pleased to be enlightened on this 
point by any of the gentlemen present. I thank you for

INTERESTS OF EMPLOYER AND EMPLOYE. 





BY THOMAS J. HOGAN,

The primary cause of labor troubles, and one that serves 
to widen the breach between the employer and workman, is 
their ignorance of each other. As a rule, neither party 
seems to appreciate the importance of studying each other's 
interests and conditions, to the end that each may contribute 
to their common welfare and the success of the industry with 
which they are identified. 

The employer may be selfish and have no regard what 
ever for his workmen, only in so far as having them produce 
the greatest amount of work at the lowest possible wages, 
or he may know absolutely nothing as to the conditions sur 
rounding his workmen, or what hardships they have to bear 
to eke out a mere subsistence. 

On the other hand, it sometimes happens that the work 
ingmen, through their connection with labor organizations, 
feel that they are in a position to dictate and enforce any kind 
of terms and conditions, and they make demands that are 
arbitrary and inconsistent, which, if conceded, would be the 
ruination of any business. 

These conditions leave no alternative and result in either 
a strike or lockout, often causing intense suffering and 
irreparable loss to the district where the trouble is located 
The more prolonged the difficulty, the more intense it be 
comes; the men’s passions become aroused, and, as has fre 
quently happened, there is destruction of life and property 

Various plans of arbitration have been suggested and 
devised as a means of arriving at a peaceful solution of the 
question. National, state and local boards of arbitra‘ion have 
been appointed, but experience has proved that they are 
powerless, and invariably useless in matters of this kind. 
They savor too much of politics to inspire the necessary 
confidence, and in addition to that there is an inborn preju 
dice on the part of the employers of labor, as well as work 
men, against the interference of outside parties, who have 
no practical knowledge of the points at issue. Each particular 
difficulty needs specific treatment, and a technical knowledge 
of the details is necessary to give it proper consideration, and 
without this knowledge it is impossible to render a fair and 
impartial decision. 

Compulsory arbitration has been suggested as a solution 
of the question, it being said to be in successful operation 
in New Zealand. While it may be a solution of the problem 


in that country, it is hardly possible it will ever obtain to 
any extent in this country. It is opposed to the principles of 
individual liberty, and at variance with the spirit of our Con 
stitution to compel men’s actions contrary to their own will 

Voluntary arbitra‘ion would be more acceptable, and 
probably result more satisfactorily than any of the other 
forms referred to, yet there are objections to that, if it 
should require an umpire or referee, as there would be 
more or less difficulty in agreeing as to who should act in 
that capacity. 

In Great Bri‘ain, where there are many large industries, 
employing thousands, notably the iron, lace and cotton cloth 
industries, frequent attempts to legislate in this direction 
have ended in failure. Authorities inform us that as far 
back as the fourteenth century, England made frequent 
attempts to legislate and make laws regulating the hours 
of labor and the establishment of a wage rate, but all such 
attempts were futile. It is only within the last forty years 
that she has met with any degree of success, and that has 
been through voluntary arbitration. 

In recent years both sides in nearly every trade in Great 
Britain, the employer as well as the workmen, have become 
thoroughly organized, and, with careful and well planned 
systems or organization, with unlimited funds with which 
to sustain themselves, tremendous conflicts could be pre- 
cipitated were there no peaceful methods mutually agreed 
upon, binding all concerned for the settlement of their dif- 
ferences. 
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We have in this country today a number of large and 
aggressive organizations of labor, who by reason of their 
combined strength are in a position to dictate to the indi- 
vidual employer and impose conditions which, if conceded, 
would endanger his business, and, if not conceded, he is con- 
fronted with a strike, which might tend to the same end. 
Employers are beginning to realize this, and within recent 
years a number of industries of national importance have 
become organized among themselves for mutual protection 
and the defense of their members against arbitrary demands 
and unwarranted or unlawful ac‘s of labor 

These organizations of employers each maintain a defense 
fund that is being augmented by the frequent contributions 
of its members through assessments equitably arranged. 
While these organizations are in a position to meet any con- 
iingency, they are not disposed to coerce labor, nor are they 
in any way opposed to labor organizations; on the contrary, 
their inclination is to meet labor organizations on a common 
basis and treat with them and discuss all propositions from 
a business stanpoint, safeguarding the in‘erests of all con- 
cerned, with the hope of ultimately disposing of the necessity 
for strikes or lockouts. 

One of the first organizations of emplovers in this coun- 
try ‘o meet organized labor with the view of enacting con- 
ciliatory measures to arrive at a peaceful solution of all their 
difficulties was the Stove Founders’ National Defense Asso- 
ciation. This association was organized in 1886, or nearly 
fifteen years ago; its primary object was to uni‘e the manu- 
facturers of stoves for their mutual protection against any 
unjust demands and unlawful acts of their workmen, whether 
through the influence of labor organizations or otherwise. It 
was also the desire and aim of its promoters to so conduct 
its operations as to convince the most skeptical that only 
fairness and equity would be counienanced upon any ques- 
ion affecting the interests of its members, and that anything 
to the contrary would be met with a resistance supported 
by the united efforts of the organization that would be most 
emphatic and convincing. 

The S:ove Founders’ National Defeuse Association was 
at no time opposed to labor organizations as such, and as 
early as 1887, after a strike that involved almost the entire 
stove industry, the president of the S:ove Founders’ National 
Defense Association extended the olive branch to the execu- 
tive officers of the Iron Molders’ Union of North America, 
suggesting that bo'h organizations, through duly appointed 
representatives, get together in conference and endeavor to 
set‘le future differences upon a basis of fairness and equity, 
but the suggestion was not acted upon until about three years 
later, when a committee was appointed by the molders’ 
organization with full power to act, and shortly afterward 
the first conference was arranged for. 

The first conference was held in March, 1891. Confer- 
ences have been held annually since that time, and rules and 
laws have been mutually agreed to that have resulted in sub- 
stantial benefit to both organizations, and there has not been 
a strike or lockout during the intervening time, although 
previous to that time s‘rikes and lockouts were very frequent. 

The term “arbitration,” as generally understood, does not 
operate in their agreements. All questions of dispute are 
first taken up by the parties directly interested, and they 
are urged by the officers of their respective organizations to 
exhaust every effort to reach an amicable adjustment, and 
only upon their failure to agree are they to call upon the 
presidents or represerttatives of their respective organizations, 
and these representatives immediately repair to the scene: of 
action, where they together take up the matter and efideavor 
to adjust it; if they fail to agree they then summon the 
board of conciliation or mediation, which is composed of 
three from each organization, who must decide it, otherwise 
“war is inevitable.” 

During ‘he ten years that this arrangement has been in 
existence the board of mediation has never been called upon 
but once, and their decision was against the employer. With 
this one exception no difficulty has gone beyond the presi- 
dents or their represen‘atives, and there has been no loss of 
time or wages on the part of the workmen pending final adjust- 
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ment. By this arrangement, and under the rules of their 
agreement, the men must remain at work and the employer 
cannot close his works pending the adjustment 

They attribute the success of their arrangement to the 
substitution of the plan of thorough conferences by the par- 
ties at interest, rather than to leaving the disputed questions 
to be decided by an umpire or referee, who would be almost 
sure to be biased in either direction, at least it would be so 
looked upon by the party decided against, whereas unde 
their plan an agreement being reached by the consent of both 
sides, it is accepted without further question 

lhrough the medium of these conferences both parties 
have learned to know each other better and to realize that 
there are two sides to every question, and more frequent 
contact and discussion of the different questions have been 
educational and developed their ideas to such an extent as to 
be able to readily perceive what is best to promote their 
mutual interests

DIETZ SIGNAL LATIPS.

\ BELIEVER IN ORGANIZATION. 

When I accepted the invitation to attend this ban- 
quet I made it a condition that I should not be called 
upon to make a set speech. The chairman of the com- 
mittee said he would agree to the condition, but that 
he would not be responsible for the guests. 

I believe in organization, and have always appre 
ciated the strength and co-operation, whether in busi- 
ness, politics or public affairs. The combination of 
mutual interests working in harmony together produces 
the greatest results possible to be obtained. 

THE SCIENCE OF BUSINESS. 

In the progress of events in the natural develop- 
ment of this country we are reaching what I call th 
science of business. The evolution has been going on 
during the last century at a rapid rate, and as we stand 
today at the dawn of this new century and look back 
to what has been done in the last fifty years, we are 
almost surprised at the result. And that result is but 
the beginning of this evolution in the great industrial 
forces that are now going on in the world. Older na- 
tions are maintaining large armies, increasing naval 
forces and seem to be bent upon one idea that their 
supremacy must depend upon the force of arms.

The captain of every ship that flies a foreign flag 
and that carries their products all over the world is an 
agent for the producer.. Every time these flags are seen 
in the harbor it is an object. lesson to us because ours is 
not there. 

We are all alive to the great question of an isthmian 
canal, and the American people are in favor of an isth- 
mian canal.

PATTERN FOR FAUCET. 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

I saw a request in THE AMERICAN ARTISAN some 
time since from a Kansas tinner, for a faucet boss cut 
in one piece to fit any diameter can. I have been wait- 
ing for some brother tinner to reply. As no one has 
done so yet, will give a rule I have used for several years. 
If it proves of any value to the brother, would be 
pleased to hear from him. 

Draw horizontal line, mark points B B, length you 
want boss to extend around can; this case it is 9 inches. 
Erect perpendicular line from center F. Set dividers 











twice diameter of can, which, in this pattern, is 5 inches 
equals 10 inches space. Describe circle B A B. Set 
dividers distance from A to E, the height you want boss, 
in this pattern, 2 inches. Draw circles G G and from 
point J draw circles H H, and from point C and B 
draw circles with dividers. Set twice size of can. Same 
as B A B. Set one point of dividers at B, the other at 
A. Setto DD. From D draw lines to center 2. Draw 
small circle for faucet; cut out and raise with raising 
hammer and form. W. A. Driaes.

No inconsiderable quantity of the brass wire 
made in Birmingham finds its way to Old Calabar on 
the Gold Coast, in the form of “guinea rods,” three 
feet in length, 100 of which form a medium of ex- 
change for palm oil among the natives, representing 
to them the equivalent of the English guinea. Some 
years ago it was not uncommon for orders to reach 
Birmingham for these “guinea rods” to the extent of 
20 tons each. Zanzibar takes large quantities of brass 
wire in coils. The native artisans at Unyanyembe con- 
vert the wire into coil bracelets, a ring of wire being 
sufficient to make two or three of the ornaments, each 
weighing about 3 lb. From Zambesi and other parts of 
Central Africa, the demand is for heavier coils, the 
brass bangles worn by the natives averaging 41% lb. 
each. In addition to rings of brass wire, large quan- 
titiesof armlet and anklet rings, made of tube, from 234 
inches to 4 inches in diameter, are made in Birming- 
ham for Central Africa. These rings, when “milled,” 
burnished and lacquered, are used by merchants on the 
Gold Coast for payment of debts and exchanges with 
the natives, who bring down palm oils and other prod- 
ucts, receiving the rings in barter. A single order re- 
ceived in Birmingham 25 years ago included 240,000 
of these rings, 344 inches in diameter, weighing, all 
told, over 23 tons.

SCIENTIFIC EDUCATION IN GERMANY. 23/. per student, the total being 182,665/. The ex-

Those who have any doubts as to the results of 
scientific education on industry should study with care 
a report which has just been published by the Foreign 
Office on chemical industry in Germany and the growth 
and present condition of the German chemical in- 
dustries, and we (Engineering) have little hesitation 
in saying that the doubt will be dispelled. Reviewing 
the report, our contemporary states that, with the ex- 
ception of Berlin, Bonn, and Breslau, the German uni- 
versities were founded from 200 to 500 years ago. 
Chemistry was taught as far back as the beginning of 
the seventeenth century at the universities of Jena and 
Marburg. The first public chemical laboratories for 
the general use of students were opened in Gottingen 
in 1899. The German universities had, at the end of 
1899, 33,477 fully immatriculated students and 6,701 
“hearers” or “hospitants,” making the total 40,178 
students. The numbers for the technical high schools 
were 10,896 fully immatriculated students and 2,536 
“hearers,” or altogether 13,431 students. The total for 
universities and technical high schools amounts there- 
fore to no less than 53,609, and does not include stu- 
dents at agricultural and veterinary high schools, and 
at mining and forestry academies. The sums paid by

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BRADSTREET’S ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION: 

The editor of Bradstreets telegraphs us this ad- 
vance report on the iron and steel situation: 

Iron and steel consumption continue fully equal to, 
thousand in some cases in excess of, production. Feat- 
ures this week have been the sale by merchant furnaces 
in the Pittsburg district of 75,000 tons of Bessemer 
pig iron to leading interests at from $15.25 to $15.50 
per ton at valley furnaces. Steel billets have continued 
scarce and are practically unobtainable for prompt de- 
livery, though $27 and $28 per ton is offered, against th« 
nominal quotation of $26 for distant delivery. Pig 
iron stocks in the central west said to not exceed one 
week’s supply. Orders for fully 1,000,000 tons of rails 
for next year’s delivery have been booked, although the 
principal consuming interest has not yet apportionce: 
its business, which is expected to exceed 165,000 tons. 
Plates, bars and sheets and structural material are all 
active, but iron bars reported easier. Tin plate mills are 
catching up with their orders and a cut is reported in 
the price of wire nails. Railroads are in the market for 
cars, and one western system has bought 2,000,000. 
This export business and not promising hardware con- 
tinues active, and supplies are insufficient to meet or- 


ders. 


PIG IRON. 

The buying of the past week, while devoid of any 
large transactions or other noteworthy features, has been 
very brisk. Most of the large consumers have covered 
for their wants, and purchases now are of the normal 
amounts in prosperous times. Orders of 1,000 tons are 
fairly numerous, though contracts of the smaller kind 
far outnumber these. Northern furnaces continue to 
take most of the business, as a result of the prevailing 
low prices, and were it not for the fact that these fur- 
naces are so well supplied with business, and therefore 
cannot promise satisfactory delivery to all consumers, a 
larger tonnage would have been booked by them than 
has been taken. The sales of the past week come from 
a well scattered territory and from all kinds of consum- 
ers. Notwithstanding the deflection of practically all 
the business into Northern channels, prices are being 
maintained by southern furnaces, and there is continued 
talk of increases being made in northern irons in the 
near future. 


BARS. 

As a result of the additional advance of $1 a ton 

in the price of bar iron, which recently went into effect, 
sales of this material have received a temporary check. 
These cannot be delayed long, however, as the wants are 
of the legitimate kind and the iron is urgently needed 
in most cases. Knowing this, all the local mills are 
holding the present prices firmly. We quote steel bars 
for immediate shipment, 1.75¢ to 1.80c, Chicago, and 
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iron. 1.70c Chicago. Out of store, steel and iron, 2c; 
on contracts for large lots and extended deliveries, steel, 


1.65e, and iron, 1.70e. 


STRUCTURAL STEEL. 

The movement from warehouse stocks is the most 
noteworthy feature of the local market in this material. 
This has been very large, as mills are several months 
behind in deliveries. A heavy tonnage has been con- 
tracted for future delivery, and bids have been asked on 
a building being erected in Milwaukee, which calls for 
about 2,500 tons of steel. We quote mill shipments, 
carload lots. as follows: Beams, 15 inches and under, 
1.75¢; 18 inches and over, 1.85c; angles, 1.75c to 1.80c; 
plates, 1.75e, hase, tees, 1.80c; zees, 1.75c; small lots 
from store 4c higher; beams and channels from store, 


4c to 84e per pound higher, 


BILLETS. 

Outside of one inquiry for 10,000 tons of Bessemer 
and open-hearth billets, for delivery in the first quarter 
of next year, the demand is not large, and prices remain 
unchanged. We quote Bessemer billets, $31 to $33, and 


open-hearth, $33 to $35. 


SHEETS. 

Though delivery of new business cannot be made 
from mills within three months, a large tonnage has 
been taken from this market. Shipments continue to be 
made on orders placed prior to the strike, and prices 
from jobbers’ stocks are gradually being reduced. We 
quote as follows: No. 27 black. 4.10e to 4.25c, and gal- 


vanized, 65 per cent from store. 


COPPER. 

Copper was dull but firm at 1634¢ for lake copper, 
and 164oe for electrolytic. John Stanton reports pro- 
duction for September as 18,080 tons from reporting 
mines, as against 19,267 tons in August; total produc- 
tion for September, 21,580 tons, as compared with 
22,667 tons in August. This shows a sharp restriction 


f production, amounting to 1.187 tons for the month 
on the part of the reporting mines, while the outside 
sources are credited with producing 100 tons more than 
in August, or 3,500 tons. The English market was 
weak, spot coper declining to £64 2s 6d and futures to 
£63 %s 6d. The market, however, closed firm, the net 
decline amounting to 7s 6d for spot copper and 15s for 
futures. Sales were rather larger than usual. 


TIN. 

Tin was very quiet and prices were unchanged at 
25le for spot tin. The Singapore quotation advanced 
10s to £109 5s, c. i. f. London. In London the market 
was firm, advancing to £115 7s 6d spot and £108 7s 6d 
futures.
